the day after Christmas, 1937, clos- 
ing a splendid career as fire chief and 
secretary of the Borough Council. 
While directing the attack on a con- 
flagration in an attic playroom at 
the home of Clarence F. Hall, 612 
Zollinger Way, Merion, Noel stood on 
the outside stairway of a rear ga- 
rage, at 2 o'clock on a Sunday after- 
noon, handling a chemical line. Caught 
in a burst of smoke and flame which 
suddenly surged through the door, he 
staggered backward, calling to his 
men to hold the line. A moment 
later he collapsed and fell down the 
stairway. 

An ambulance conveyed the stricken 
fire chief to the Bryn Mawr Hospital, 
where doctors pronounced him dead — 
the victim of asphyxiation from 
smoke, with the fall as a contributory 
cause. 

Noel's sudden death was a shock to 
Narberth and to all Lower Merion 
Township, as he was highly esteemed 
and beloved in the community.
